the public interests in resubrnitting 
the name of Mr. Webster," declares 
Goy. Elaine. "It is unthinkable to 
believe that party affiliations is nec- 
essary for public service. I repeat 
the statute does "not provide 
that 


the members of the commission be- 
long to any, party." 


There is inference in tile message 


•that Mr. Webster has been-an inde- 
pendent. The senate on Wednesday 
refused to confirm this appointment 
on the ground that the confirmation 
would pat three men on the com- 
mission of. the same political faitt..

not because Mr. Webster is not 
properly qualiled by training su-d 
experience to occupy the position, 
bat because of his alleged political 
affiliation, and because of the alleg- 
ed political affiliations of two mem- 
bers of the Commission whose terms 
have not expired.

I suggest that Mr. Webster 


has been engaged in fish culture for 
22 years. 
He served under the U. 


S. Bureau of Fisheries in Michigan

Pennsylvania, and has served this 
state for 12 years, part of which 
time as assistant to the superintend- 
ent of fisheries, and as foreman of 
fish hatcheries.

that Mr. Webster is one of the best,, 
if not the best qualified man 'in the 
state along the lino of £sh propaga- 
tion and fish conservation. 


"I feel that the public interests 


are first to be served, and, in the in- 
terests^ of efficiency and economy, I 
am convinced that I am serving the 
public interest in resubmitting the 
name of Mr. Webster. 


"I am aware the state provides 


under section 23.09, that the state 
conservation commission shall 
be 


created 
to be composed of three 


commissioners, not more than two 
of whom shall belong to the same 
political party, nor does it set up 
any standards 
of qualifications by 


which the executive or either branch 
of the 'legislature can determine to 
what political party an elector may 
belong. 


Asks Reply to Query 


"Is a man's party affiliation to he 


determined by his vote for state or

WASHINGTON—Moral responsi- 


bility for the present disorder* in. 
Ireland is placed upon the British 
the Committee of One Hundred in- 
vestigating the Irish question in a 
30,000 word report made public to- 
day and covering the examination 
of witnesses at public hearings held 
by the commission in Washington 
iast November, December and Jan- 
uary. 


Declaring that the 
Commission 


was "under the disadvantage of lack- 
ing the official British side cf the

McCarthy died at Prescott, Ariz., 
last Saturday and his remains are 
expected to' arrive 
in 
Madison 


Thursday night. 


The resolution review the life of 


Dr. McCarthy commending his serv- 
ice to the state. Should the family 
of the, deceased permit the body to 
be brought to tihe capitol it will be 
the first time that this distinction 
has been conferred upon any person 
probably since the Civil War days. 


The Conway resolution character- 


i-es Dr. McCarthy as "the faithful 
servant of the legislature and the 
people." 
His work in helping to 


secure the primary election act, the 
publio utility act, and 
the 
work- 


men's compensation act, the indus- 
trial commission and the marketing 
department are reviewed. 


"One dream 
which fcas never 


come to a direct fulfillment is his 
drenm of ;i real training school for 
public service," declares the -resolu- 
tion. 
"More than any one min in 


this country he has worked to se- 
cure recognition by schools and col- 
leges and^.governmints of the ne- 
cessity for' practical 
training for 


public service 
Indirectly he has 


accomplished his purpose. Ee, him- 


self, was a training school for pub- 
lic service. 
Students, lawyers, men 


of affairs have come to stay with 
him in' hia library for 
days, 
or 


months or even years without pay, 
in order that they might learn the 
socret of the life and game of the 
Wisconsin reference library. Today 
wherever great constructive move- 
ments are in operation, there the in- 
fluence of McCarthy is active. There 
his students, his associates, those 
whom he has twined and with whom 
•he has worked are to be f otmd' in 
the cooperative movement, in the 
field of marketing, in tho construc- 
tive activities of labor, in the ef- 
forts for industrial and political ef- 
ficiency. 


"He was a great inventor not the 


kind whose inventions bring finan- 
cial reward. He was rather the so- 
cial inventor, and 
his 
inventions 


were plans for the future welfare of 
mankind—plans which can only be 
carried out step by step by those 
who follow him. 


"But he did not work a-lone. What 


he accomplished 
he 
accomplished 


with others. 
To others he would 


give the credit for perfecting'and 
carrying through the plans which 
he conceived. 
This 
man whose 


knowledge of industry, of business, 
and economics, and above all, of 
people mad« him sought 
after in 


private business with tempting of- 
fers of princely salaries, 
listened 


humbly and respectfully, to the op- 
inion of all. He loved people. 
He 


had faith in the intelligence of the 
~ien who came from the farms and

Worth Over $1,000,000 


Wisconsin's honey crop in 1920 


was worth over a million- dollars, 
according to a report by Joseph A. 
Becker of the Wisconsin Coopera- 
tive Crop Reporting Service, based 
upon reports from members of the 
Wisconsin Beekeepers' Association. 
The number of working colonies in 
1920 
is estimated at 72,000, com- 


pared to 90,000 in 1919 and 95,600 
in 1909. Total value was $806,000 
compared to ?765,000 in 1919 and 
$361,000 in 1909. This s based on an 
average value of $11.20 in 1920, iS.- 
50 in 1919 and $3.77 in 1909. Aver- 
age yield of surplus extracted honey 
was 74 pounds per colony, compared 
to 61 pounds in 1919; of comb, '40 
pounds compared to 34 to 1919. To- 
tal production of honey was 4,692,- 
000 pounds. Average price 
per 


pound received for all honey was 
27.5c in 1920, 25.0c in 1919 and 10.4c 
in 1909. Total value was $1,207,700.

What is a Republican ? Does the Senate Know What Belonging 


to Party Means? 


'senators voted to reject the appointment of Bray- 


i* ton O. Webster to the conservation, commission. One and 
all admitted the SUPERIOR QUALIFtCATIONS of Mr. Webster 
for the place. They just uidn't want to conenn him becanse of 
the statute which says tfoat not more-than two of said commis- 
sioners shall belong to the same political party. 


So the Honorable senators began to kid themselves. First 


they assumed to know out of hand what party Mr. Barber and 
what party Mr. Harrington belong to, and then to assnme that 
Mr. Webster belongs to the same party. There is where they 
began kidding themselves. It is a wise old owl that can assume 
to know such things these days. 


Let us ask these keepers of the parties' faith.what consti- 


tutes a party man—a democrat, republican, prohibitionist or 
socialist? 


Is a man who voted for Wilson in 1912 and 1916 a democrat 


if he repudiated him in 1920? 


Is a man who voted for Harding and McCoy in 1920 a demo- 


crat or a republican? 


Is a man who voted for Debs in 1920, or for Hoan for mayor 


of Milwaukee, a socialist? 


The statutes are silent on the subject. 
Who is the judge as to the statutory requirements for con- 


servation commissioner the governor or the senate? 


Isn't it fair to the governor to assume that he complied with 


the law in making the appointment? The people elected Blaine 
governor because they had faith in his fairness and judgment. 
Has he forfeited that faith? 


The statute says "not more than two of whom shall belong 


to the same political party." Now some people may BELONG 
to a political party. But most of us refuse to BELONG. Last 
fall men who had voted for Wilson by the thousands, refused 
to belong to a party that had dishonored them. Did they there 
by BELONG to some other party? 


Probably ninety per cent of the people todya would repudi- 


ate any charge that they BELONG to any political party. The 
party bosses understand this full well. They know that the 
average voter is unattached. He is independent. He is useful. 
He follows no party name. 


Taft learned this in 1912. 
Wilson was reminded of this in 1920. 
The mass of voters refuse to BELONG. 
They reserve the right to look over the candidates and their 


platforms and to choose. They are independent. 


By what right did the senators say that Mr. Webster be- 


longed to the republican party? Since coming to the state he 
has been under civil service and has taken no active part in poli- 
tics. He has not belonged. He has been independent. He has 
voted.for men and principles. 


Whatever may be the facts as to Mr. Barber and Mr. Har- 


rington we undertake to say that no man can truthfully say that 
Mr. Webster BELONGS to any party. He is not partisan. 


"When the senators began kidding themselves, or the people, 


they seemed to assume that Mr. Webster had to BELONG to 
some political party. The statutes does not say this. It says 
"not more than two shall BELONG to the same political party." 


It makes room for the independent, the fairminded, the in- 


telligent voter. Not more than two shall belong to the same 
party. Certainly, not. 
At least one should be broadminded 


enough to stand by men and principles, independent of party. 


The statute does not aim to make the conservation commis- 


sion partisan. It aims to keep the commission from being par- 
tisan. 


The Honorable senators should quit trying to kid them- 


selves. They should know that they can't kid the people. 


The conservation commission is in need of rejuvenation 


right now. Badly in need of it. Governor Blaine is trying to 
connect up economy with efficiency with conservation. The situ- 
ation in .the department is deplorable. 


The senate should sober up and do the state's business in 


a business like way. It should quit kidding.
